Of course, a file of the 12 issues 
of Corton published during 1945 
is essential to the proper use of 
this index. Unfortunately it is now 
impossible to supply copies of 1945 
issues, to complete any incomplete 
sets. 

This index clearly shows the tre- 
mendous amount of valuable ma- 
terial published in this magazine 
during a year and how, with the 
index as a guide for convenient 
reference, a year’s edition of CorT- 
TON may constitute within itself a 
library of fresh, practical manufac- 


turing information, which could 
hardly be duplicated otherwise. 
Furthermore, the character of most 
of the material published in Cor- 
TON makes it useful to a mill man 
for an indefinite period after its 
actual publication. A given dis- 
cussion which might not appeal to 
any one man at the time of publi- 
cation may later prove of tremen- 
dous value to him. This index 
provides a means of making the 
monthly issues of more permanent 
value in these respects.
